Black Volunteers Vital In Desegregation Of Schools 


“Quality education” for black children in an integrated 
Columbus Public School System may very well hinge on 
the quality and quantity of black volunteers who put their 
shoulders to the.challenge extended by superintendent 
Joseph Davis in Nationwide Plaza Monday night when he 
told a crowd of approximately 300 people that “volunteers 
-- people will make the difference" during the 1979-80 
school year. 

Urban League Director of Education Dorothy Lenart 
agrees with Davis, Said Lenart, “The Urban League, both 
at the local and the national level, has always been a 
strong proponent of parent involvement in their children’s 
schools. Now with the implementation of school desegre- 
gation it is crucial that black parents becomea strong and 
viable part of the school volunteer program.” 

Dr. David D.-Hamiar, president, Columbus Board of 
Education, is another proponent of the need for black 
volunteerism. “| don't want people to think that buses are 
available for parents to ride to school with their children,” 
but c unity people who have skills should yolunteer 
their ices during-implementation of school desegrega- 
tion, Hamlar said. training tor volunteers is available

Cincinnati City Council, in a decision that had the city 
“reeling” in- shocked surprise and almost speechless, 
chose Sylvester Murray, 38, as its new city manager. 

Murray, now. city administrator of Ann Arbor, Mich., a 
white-collar college town of 100,000, was chosen from 
among a field of six camtiidates, five of whom had been 
selected as finalists forthe job by a consulting firm hired 
by Council and the:sixth, Acting Manager Martin Walsh, 
having been added by Councilmembers themselves. 

The only Black among the finalists, Murray was des- 
cribed by city officials as an “abie administrator’ and one 
who has brought financial stability and strict budgeting. 
Known as 4 tough negotiator, he turned ademand for a25 
per cent pay increase by Ann Arbor sanitation employees 
into a settiment for a 7 per cent increase. 

“t was very pleased to get the call, “Murray said. “City 
Council looked at some very good candidates. | would 
have easily undérstood if they had selected any one of 
those persons.” 

Sources close to the election process said Council- 
members J. Kenneth Blackwell and Tecumseh X. Graham 
supported Murray in the voting from the outset because 
“his credentials were clearly heads and shoulders above 
the -rest.” Soon they were joined by Councilmembers 
Gerald Springer and Guy Guckenberger and later by 
Councilman David Mann. It is said that it took much cojol- 
ing and urging over many hours to get support for Murray 
from Mayor Bobbie Sterne and Councilmembers Thomas 
Brush and Peter Strauss: Councilmember Walter Beck- 
jored never did endorse him, abstaining in the final vote. 

“He's straightforward, bright and knowledgeable,” Wil- 


liar Garrett, Cincinnati Personnel Manager and a form ¢r 
employee of Murray's in Ann Arbor; totd-an associate. 
“When he gives an assignment or a project to one of his 
people, he expects it to be done well and on schedule. You 
had better do it that way because he probably knows more 
about it than you do before he gives it to you.” The asso- 
ciate said Garrett “is awfully happy” about Murray becom- 
ing city manager.

His involvement in the 
Domestic Relations Court 
concerned back in 1968 
when he answered a 
divorce petition filed by his 
wife, Mary Susanne Ucker 

In asking to be granted a 
divorce, she charged Ucker 
with gross neglect of duty 
and extreme cruelty. She 
also asked for support for 
their five minor children, 
and to be awarded their 
home at 3091 Creasing PI. 
and for $1,000 per month 
alimony 

The court in rendering 
judgment in her favor, 
ordered Ucker to pay $200 
per month for each minor 
child, and to assume 
responsibility for their doc- 
tor dental, medical and 
hospital expenses 

It further ordered him to 


obtain and maintain a 
$100,000 life insurance 
with the children as the 
“irrevocable beneficiaries 
until the youngest child 
reached the age of 21.” 
Copies of the policies were 
ordered to be supplied to 
his wife 

On top of that, the court 
awarded the home, as par- 
tial alimony, the household 
goods and furnishings to 
Mrs. Ucker, and ordered 
that Ucker’s interest in the 
real estate and deeds for 
the real estate, be delivered 
to her within 10 days. 

Ucker, who is a gynecol- 
Ogist and obstetrician and 
also a practicing attorney, 
was hit with a malpractice 
suit filed by Pamela A. and 
Michael D. Benedum, 3128 
Rotunda Ct. S., in 1975 

The suit alleged that Mrs. 
Benedum told Ucker she 
could not be pregnant and 
he inserted an |UD without 
physically examining her

Foster Care Immediately 


Foster homes are 
urgently needed for 
infants and toddlers, says 
Sue Force, Franklin 
County Children Services 
(FCCS) foster care 
director 

“We have completely 
used all’ available foster 
homes which take 0-5 age 
children,” she said. 

"Where do you put an 
infant,” asked Miss Force. 
“You certainly can't put 
them in an institution and 
we're over-using the 
homes we now have. The 
situation is critical.” 


into care recently, most 
who need homes are 
under five-years-old. 
infants, 0-2 years, need 
homes the most. 

“We'd like to have more 
foster homes who will 
take our small babies and 
toddiers who may have 
problems.” Miss Force 


said. Problems can be 
anything from a medical 
or physical disability to.a 
child who is withdrawn or 
“acts-out,” she said 


“Persons do not have to 
be nurses or social 
workers to be foster par- 
ents.’ Miss Force said. 
“They need to be able to 
give alotofattentiontoan 
infant who needs it.’ 

Foster care is tempor- 
ary. A’child remains in the 
home from six months to 
a year Most of these 
children are not available 
for adoption. “The initial 
plan is for a child to be 
returned to his own fam- 


ily,” Miss Force said. “We 
need families who are wil- 
ling to work with a social 
worker to achieve this 
goal.” 

To be a foster parent, a 
person must be licensed 
by the state. State 
requirements are that a 
person be between 22 and 
60 years old, haveastabie 
income and enough 
room, she explained. Per- 
sons are provided a basic 
board rate and medical 
and dental expenses are 
paid’ for the child, she 
said

be supported,” he said. 

“The gap in black-white 
achievement scores has 
not closed very much,” 
Lomax conceded. “There 
are some small gains for 
black children,” he added. 
“Quality education is not 
going to occur automati- 
cally simply because we 
desegregate Columbus 
Public Schools,” Lomax 
said. 

According to him, the 
education of vlack children 


_ isytoo important to leave to 
* ‘the educators. “We, as par- 


ents and adults of this com- 
munity, must demonstrate 
a physical presence in 
every ‘school in this city 
because parents can make 
a difference,"’ Lomax 
declared. 

The third panelist to 
speak was Nelson. He 
stated at the outset of his 
opening statement, “! am 
not opposed to desegrega- 
tion as a theoretical con- 
cept. However, as a 
practical approach to edu- 
cation,” he said, ‘I'm 
opposed to it because it 
has not, and under present 
circumstances, cannot 
achieve the goal of provid- 
ing equal educational 
opportunities for black 
children.” 

“Some of the best minds 
in America, some of the 
best minds America has 
ever produced,’ he 
declared, “were products 
of, black schools.” W.E.B. 
DuBois, George Washing- 
ton .Carver, Dr. Charles 
Drew, Or. Martin Luther 
King, Jr., and Mrs. Anna 
Bishop, a member of the 
Columbus black commun- 
ity: were cited as examples 
by Nelson. 

“Black students in inte- 
grated schools,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘have been 
vicitimized by .the proce- 
dure of student groupings 
or ‘ability groupings’,” he 
asserted... Ability grouping 
is the process whereby stu- 
dents are separated 
according to what the 
teacher considers to be the 
student's level of ability to 
learn 

Looking at the problem 
nationally, Nelson cited a 
study which reports that in 
the period 196C through 
1974, there were 32.381 
more black students in 
classess for the educable 
mentally retarded than 
would normally be the case 
if black children were not 
the victims of discrimina- 
tion “The fact that black 
schools are understaffed 
and that black children do 
not progress is no acci- 
dent,” he; asserted. “in 
many instances these 
things are done on pur- 
pose,” he declared. 

Those pedple who con- 
trolled the~schoot-systenr 
prior to desegregation are 
precisely the same people 
who wil! control the system 
under desegregation, Nel- 
son said. “If we are to 
improve the educational 
experiences of our child- 
ren, it is important that we 
seek to change both the 
system and those who con- 
trol it,” he said. 

The concluding opening 
statement was delivered by 
Fullove. “Education is the 
very foundation that any 
race of people must have in 
order to ensure their own 
survival" and the survival of 
their culture, he said. 

“In the years to come, the 
‘BOs, ‘90s and the year 2000, 
it is doubtful that any man,

and those of his ilk in the police 
department, backed by Mayor 
Kucinich, wanted a “lynch mob" 
trial. Therefore, when they failed ~~ 
in Judge T yack's court, they were 
bitter and resentful. They were 


out to get George Forbes at all 


cost, facts or no facts. To their 


way of operating, a black man 
accused, is a black man guilty. 

Unfortunately, this is the way 
the Cleveland police department 
has been operating for so long, 
that when the practice is 
changed, they just can’t take it. 

Cleveland is better for the 
leaving. of such racists as Lt.

No wonder most other nations get out 
such a big percentage of their voters on 
election day.

Oh Boy, if we could just get all of 
the Black people in the United States to 
drop everything for just one-half a day 
and register to vote. 

Of course only the force of government 
can do a thing like that. However if the 
Negro ever expects to attain his full civil 
rights in America, he will have to vote in 
much larger numbers than in the-past. 

Right now the people in the major cities 
in Ohio are concerned over the issue of

to become law, it would cost $31 million to 
fund the additional benefit, same as the Ohio 
Manufacturers Association lobbyists 
maintained in voicing opposition to the bill. 

Rhodes further stated that “If we pay out this 
money to those unemployed for a single week, 
we will be threatening our ability to help 
others, who stand to suffer long-term 
unemployment tater because of recession.” 

Furthermore, he maintained that a 
“recessionary period is the wrong time to be 
expanding benefits which are limited heip to 
Ohio workers. and which would end up 
hurting other needier workers in the future.” 

This marks the second time Rhodes has 
exercised his veto power on an identical bill. 
Each veto has been regarded by most 
statehouse observers as a proverbial smack at 
organized labor, the prime backers of the 
legislation. 

Since the 18 Democratic Senate majority 
falls two votes shy of the 20 votes required to 
override a veto, it is very doubtful if any 
attempt to override will be undertaken. The 
House has the necessary votes (60) to 
override, but with the Senate situation-being 
what it is, it wovld be a waste of time for the 
House to act on the veto 

And in addition to the unemployment bill, 
Rhodes is also expected to line-item veto 
portions of the $16.5 billion oOudget bill 
awaiting his action. Two of the items reflect 
racial overtones, since one would revise the 
Hamilton County municipal. court- election 
system, white the other provides $1-million for 
school districts that voluntarily desegregate

youths. But what are the 
records? There are thou- 
sands of black lads clean of 
crime, but there is an 
unhappy host in which 
crime is j¥st another thing 
to do: | walk into a court 
room and watch.

Repeating, it is lamenta- 
ble that crime seems tobea 
life style of young blacks 
and there seems to be a 
wholesale tolerance of it 
among black people. To be 
sure there are many. public 
preachments and utteran- 
ces against it, but it has a 
character of an accepted 
way of life too often 
throughout our black worid 
and the acceptance does 
not rest on the shouiders of 
youths alone.

So Shiloh Baptist Church 
was organized. 

Years ago a piano or 
organ seemed an unneces- 
sary expense. The history 
of Baptist churches of Ohio 
dates back to pioneer Wal- 
lace Shelton, leader among 
Negro Baptist pastors who 


‘served the Second Baptist 


church. Elder: Shelton tra- 
veled by horse to Xenia, 
Dayton, Springfield, back 
to Columbus and other 
points of organized 
churches. 

He was ably assisted in 
his organizattional work by 
Peter Fosset, who was said 


’ to have been a grandson of 


Thomas Jefferson. James 
Poindexter, great cham- 
pion of human rights, also 
assisted Shelton, (from the 
history of the National Bap- 
tist Convention, by Dr. T.E. 
Boone). 
Congregations fur- 
nished the music by sing- 
ing. They met for the 
fellowship of saints. Their 
strength was in the unity of 
their prayers, testimonies, 
amen corners, mourner's 
bench and the once or 
twice a month visit from 
elders. Unison singing and 
“square notes” music was 
prevajent in that era. 


A member would begin 
the humorchant which sel- 
dom extended beyond the 
limits of an octave. Within 
three or four minutes other 
voices joined in. Someone 
would say a few words, 
then the hum would repeat 
the words, and on. 

As Baptist churches 
became more formal in the 
worship service, with the 
use of musical instruments, 
the chant or hum of con- 
gregations, the open pray- 
ers and testimonies were 
confined to the pre-service 
period. It was used as a 
spiritual warm ‘up for the 
inspiring message that 
followed. 

Some’ Baptist churches 
are going back to the old 
method. Without the old 
time chanters or voluntary 
music leaders:? of course. 
They are all gone. However 
the singing still goes on, 
but with musical instru- 
ments 

If those 44 charter 
members could hear the 
music-of the seven choirs 
and the sound of the great 
Pilcher organ with its 
thunderous fortissimo 
down to the faint pianis- 
simo, they would be happy 
to forgive their descend- 
ants for permitting musical 
instruments to resound the 
good news of God's Glory 
in Shiloh Baptist Church.
